Students bound to bookstore agreement

Students’ Society executive arc 
upset, but willing to honour the 
bookstore agreement made last 
year between the McGill Admini- 
stration and the Society. 

Daniel Tcnncnbaum, President 
of the Students’ Society of McGill 
University (SSMU), has met with 
Director of Physical Resources, 
Sam Kingdon twice in the last week 
to discuss the agreement, under 
which SSMU wil be contributing 
around S2 million to the construc- 
tion of the building. 

Two years ago, Students’ Society 
executive agreed verbally to help 
finance the new building, but were 
under the impression that they 
would receive space in return. 
However, the agreement was never 
approved by council, and this 



years’ executive could not find any 
written contract. 

At first, the executive did not 
recognize a letter written by 1986- 
87 SSMU President Paul Pick- 
crsgill as binding. 

“We felt it was ambiguous, but 
after speaking to Paul Pickcrsgill, 
we came to a better understanding. 
This year’s executive is not pleased 
with the arrangement, however, we 
recognize die letter that was written 
is binding," said Tcnncnbaum. 

The arrangement involved 
SSMU foregoing the profits it re- 
ceives from the bookstore for 16 
years, or until the cost of the build- 
ing, originally budgeted at $4.5 
million, is paid for. 

Since then the plans for the 
bookstore have been enlarged and a 
third floor added, raising the esti-

Due to space shortage, the Biol- 
ogy Department was forced to 
choose Thursday between keeping 
cither its library or its research fa- 
cilites. 

As a result, the Botany and Genet- 
ics Library will be moved to the 
Rcdpath building. 

“The choice was a clear one. Ei- 
ther give up research and office 
space or give up the Botany and Ge- 
netics Library,” said Biology De- 
partment Chair Baird Muckcrgec. 

However, the decision was not 
quite as clear for many Biology 
students and professors. 

“It’s like choosing to take a kick 
from this angle or that angle,” said 
one student. 

The space vacated by the Botany 
and Genetics Library will be con- 
verted into office and lab facilities 
for the Psychology Department. 
However, some professors don’t 
feel Biology facilities should be 
used to accomodate the needs of the 
Psychology Department. 

“Every lime Psychology wants 
more space the University says that 
it has to come from Biology, ” said 
Biology Professor Burcc Brand- 
horst. 

“The Psychology Department 
needs space. The University con- 
siders the Biology Department to 
have too much space. The Admini- 
stration is resolving Psychology’s 



Biology Department,” said Brand- 
horst. 

Thursday’s decision was not the 
first time the Psychology Depart- 
ment has annexed Biology space. 

“We gave up some space from 
Biology before, but that was just 
office space. It wasn’t enough (for 
Psychology)," said Muckcrgec. 

The Botany and Genetics Li- 
brary will be moved sometime next 
summer. 

“We’re just beginning the plan- 
ning phase and we’re not sure our- 
selves as to what’s going on,” said 
Botany and Genetics Librarian 
Elcnor McLean. 

The decision to move the Botany 
and Genetics Library came in the 
face of much student opposition. A 
petition to protest the move te- 
ccivcd close to over 550 signatures 
from both students and faculty. 

Some students suggested the 
process of decision was speeded up 
in order to slop opposition to the 
move. 

“They rushed the decision 
through in order not to allow any 
student opposition,” said MBSU 
member Mark Pilon. 

According to Muckcrgec, discus- 
sion on moving the Botany and 
Genetics Library began last spring. 
A committee was formed over the 
summer to look into possible solu- 
tions to accomodate the Psychol- 
ogy Department’s growing needs.

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Women’s club avoids confrontation

The University Women’s Club 
has decided to break rental ar- 
rangements with the University 
Club in protest of its gender dis- 
crimination policy. , 

The male-only University Club 
had previously asked die UWC to 
discontinue use of die club’s space 
on Mansfield street. 

“The UWC Board of Directors 
raised the idea of formally ending 
the affiliation with the Club, before 
we arc forced to leave, which would 
have signalled our dissatisfaction 
with the Club’s sexist policies and 
with the way we have been treated.” 
said Lesley Forrester, President of 
the UWC Board of Directors. 

But at a well-attended meeting 
last Monday, die membership of 
the UWC decided toconlinuc using 
University Club facilities for as 
long as they arc permitted. 

The issue was not formally voted 
on. Instead the question was de- 
cided by a show of hands which 
amounted to an acclamation for the 
option of staying. Only one voung 
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member actually opposed the con- 
sensus. Said Forrester, “As mem- 
bers of the Board, we arc not al- 
lowed to vote. We were very disap- 
pointed, but we must go along with 
the decision of the membership.” 
According to Anne 
McCormick, a UWC member, 
“There were other things on the 
agenda for the meeting that night, 
including some controversial is- 
sues. I think by die Umc the pro- 
posal that we pull out of the Club

The UWC has been the only way 
for women to use die University 
Club facilities since 1973. Prior to 
that, women had no right to inde- 
pendent access to the Club. Even 



since 1973, they have been denied 
access to the second floor, the bil- 
lards room, and die grand staircase. 
Last May, a group of male club 
members proposed by-law changes 
which would allow women mem- 
bership in the Club, but the changes 
were voted down. 

McGill University founded die 
University Club in 1907, but has 
not operated it since 1 923, when the 
Faculty Club on campus was 
founded. The involvement of many 
McGill faculty members and 
graduates and, until last year, 
McGill’s payment of the member- 
ship fees for several of its adminis- 
trators has kept the University’s 
name associated with the Club. 



The UWC has managed to find 
space at die Montréal Badminton 
and Squash Club. A small coach 
house is being renovated for their 
use, and it is expected to be ready by 
sometime in January. 

According to Forrester, “the 
UWC is a social club, not very’ 
political. Some of us would like to 
change dial, but it’s difficult.” 
Even diough die UWC has come 
under cridcism from fellow mem- 
bers of die Canadian Federation of 
University Women, said Forrester, 
"the women decided dial they don’t 
want die fuss (of moving to a tem- 
porary site) for only 12-14 weeks 
just to make a statement — they 
didn’t think it would be worth it.”

Last Tuesday, the government of 
the City of Montréal introduced a 
proposal diat would eliminate the 
presence of nuclear weapons in this 
city. The proposal came from an 87 
page report submitted by the Zone 
Libre D’Armes Nucléaires 
(ZLAN) committee, an ad-hoc 
group of city councillors, lawyers, 
and anti-nuclear activists. 

The ZL AW report recommended 
a ban on t|je "transportation, stor- 
age and deployment of nuclear 
arms or their components in the 
city’s area.” Toward this end, die 
report proposes a “ban on all con- 
tracts with a business that produces 
nuclear arms as well as their com- 
ponents.” These components arc 
defined by the report as being “all 
devices or parts of such devices, of 
which the first function is to con- 
tribute toward die launching, guid- 
ing, or arrival or detonadon of a 
nuclear weapon."

“To argue that in any structure 
every component of it must be self- 
financing runs against how the 
whole university functions," he 
said. 

“The University has a duty and an 
obligadon to deal with a body of 
knowledge because it is intrinsi- 
cally important, radier dian because 
every member of the Faculty has 
sufficient students who pay fees to 
die level of dicir salary. The ulti- 
mate logic of this would be to pay 
faculty on a piece rate basis, which 
is unacceptable," said Noumoff. 

The CDAS had its budget cut 



from $80,000 in previous years to 
$12,500 this year. MacLachlan said 
it “can manage on considerably 
less.” The editor of die CDAS 
journal, Labour, Capital and Soci- 
ety, Rosalind Boyd, had her salary 
cut. She is still awaiting ‘rcloca- 
don’ within McGill. 

MacLachlan feels the post was 
unnecessary. “Academics can take 
on diat (job) very well," he said. 

According to Noumoff, of all the 
development programs in Cana- 
dian universities, die CDAS has die 
most of variety of courses and most 
successful graduate students. “It 
has not only made a substantial 
contribution to the McGill commu- 
nity but has established an intema- 
donal network of high quality re-

I n 1977, the New York Times 
revealed that the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency had funded the 
brainwashing experiments of 
Dr. Ewcn Cameron in Montreal. The 
research took place during the Korean 
War, at McGill’s Allan Mciporial Insti- 
tute. 

Ten years later, many academics in the 
field arc stilll examining the ethical cir- 
cumstances which could have allowed 
such research to take place. 

In the April edition of Science for the 
People magazine, Don Wcitz points out 
that one of the most persistent popular 
misconceptions “is dial the CIA alone 
provided financial support for these psy- 
chiatric altrocitics of the 1950’s.” 

Using labels such as “psychological 
warfare" and “national defense,” from 
1950 to 1964, the Canadian Dcpartmcnl 
of Health and Welfare and die Defense 
Research Board awarded several grants 
to Cameron and other psychiatrists and 
psychologists working at die Allan 
Memorial Institute and McGill Univcr-

H ebb’s brainwashing technique 
using psychological isolation 
and die “White Noise" was 
successful He continued with 
his experiments and by 1955 had re- 
ceived an additional S 18 OCX) from the 
DRB. In his final report hedcscribrcs two 
major experiments in which, “...the ex- 
perimental subjects show a deterioration 
in problem solving ability both during 
the... isolation, and for several hours after 
emergence... when the tests actually were 
presented, the subjects would frequently 
not try very hard to gel die correct an- 
swer, and complain about having to do 
them. Again after a few days in isola- 
tion... dicrc was some disturbance of 
normal motivational patterns.” 

After completing 48 to 72 hours of 
isolation, five of die 65 students experi- 
enced “attacks of acute anxiety.” One 
became hysterical, one suffered an epi- 
leptic attack. A majority of the students 
described die experience “as a form of 
torture.” Few of the students could toler- 
ate such experiments despite the fact that 
they were receiving twenty dollars a day 
— a considerable sum in the 1950’s. 

The details of the experiments were 
published in a 1954 scientific report in 
the psychology department at McGill. 
Other experiments Confirmed die report. 

During the experiments, the students 
spent 24 hours a day alone in bed in a 
soundproof cubicle, meals and trips to the 



toilet were the only change or diversion 
offered. To intensify their isolation re- 
searchers rarely talked to diem. The stu- 
dents' vision, hearing and touch were 
scvcrly restricted; they wore goggles, 
and gloves which covered dicir arms and 
hands. As well, dicy listened toa conunu- 
ous hum, or “White Noise” through ear- 
phones imbedded in a pillow. 

In a 1961 summary of diese experi- 
ments it was recorded that the students 
experienced sensory, emotional and in- 
tellectual disturbance widiin the first two 
days of isolation. During and immedi- 
ately after the isolation, die students 
complained of dizziness, confusion, 
nausea, fatigue, headaches, and because 
of the terrifying nature of the hallucina- 
tions, insomnia. 

“A sub-study involving twelve stu- 
dents also revealed a marked slowing in 
Alpha wave activity (die brain’s arousal 
system). This neurological disturbance 
formed an ideal base for brainwashing. 
The students’ brains were not receiving 
enough sensory stimulation, dicir facul- 
ties of judgement were impaired, drasti- 
cally raising their level of suggestibility. 
As a result, when dicy were subjected to 
a series of 90 minute recorded messages 
about ghosts, poltergeists, and other 
extra sensory phenomena, dicir tcndancy 
to blindly accept the data as fact was 
markedly increased." The summary 
concluded that: "a changing sensory 
environment seems csscndal for human 
beings. Without it, the brain ceases to 
function in an adequate way and ab- 
nomal iucs develop." 

T he McGill students used in 
these experiments discovered 
the painful truth. Many of 
Cameron’s patients at McGill’s 
Allan Memorial institute would also 



discover it. The DRB and the CIA al- 
ready knew. Y et the funding for these and 
other brainwashing techniques went on. 

From 1950 to 1954 Cameron received 
$17,875 from the deparunent of National 
Health and Welfare. He conducted ex- 
periments at the Allan Memorial of an 
even more drastic nature. 

Cameron’s subjects varied: a 25 year 
old man who “began to panic on the fifth 
day of isolation: “I feel I am not here... I 
am scared, I am in another world... I am 
afraid I am not going to come back... I feel 
like I am going out of this world... I don’t 
feel real.” 

After receiving another grant, this lime 
from the New York-based Society forthe 
Study of Human Ecology, (a CIA front), 
Cameron studied 26 “paranoid schizo- 
phrenics” incarcerated in the Allan 
Memorial. Each patient received heavy 
doses of Thorazine and barbituates, and 
at least thirty electric shocks. After five 
days the patients showed “severe mem- 
ory deficits." “All schizophrenic symp- 
toms had disappeared, lie lives in the 
immediate present,” wrote Cameron. 

In 1967 when evidence was shown dial 
die depatteming procedure and espe- 
cially die clctroshock caused permanent 
brain damage, the Canadian government 
stopped funding die psychic drive ex- 
periments. Cameron died the same year. 

O f the two McGill professors in 
question, Hebb and Cameron, a 
clear distinction should be 
made. Hebb was a scientist in- 
vestigating the paradigm of isolation. 
The major link he had with Cameron was 
that their funding took die same origin. 
Professor Pilil, of McGill’s psychriatric 
department said “The problem with 
Cameron was he used electro-convulsive 
therapy, but didn’t tell people what he 
was doing... which was to restructure the 
brain after you destroy things.” 
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Cameron was president of The Cana- 
dian Psychiatric Association, The Que- 
bic Psychiatric Association, and the 
World Psychiatric Association, lie was 
also the founder and first director of 
McGill’s Allan Memorial Institute. He 
received many honours and awards, in- 
cluding the ‘Mental Health Award’ for 
“outstanding contributions to the mental 
health of the Canadian people” in 1966. 

A month after his dcadi die Canadian 
Psychiatric Association Journal pub- 
lished the following editorial statement 
“A dilligcnl seeker after knowledge, a 
gifted author, a renowned administrator 
and inspiring leaclier he brought... a 
wider and deeper understanding of die 
importance of the emotional life of hu- 
mans.” 

Cameron, Hebb and other psycholo- 
gists and psychiatrists at McGill and at 
die Allan Memorial put to practice their 
theories about the human mind. 
According to Professor White of the 
Psychology Department, “No one could 
get away with that nowadays. There were 
no such tilings as ethics committees. In 
diese days, for human and animal re- 
search there is a tight control." 

Said Professor Taylor, a member of die 
University Ethics Committee “Ediics 
change, what was ethical twenty years 
ago, may not be ethical now. And what 
we’re dong now may not be considered 
ethical twenty years from now." 

But according to Weitz, “Twenty 
years later, the psychiatric profession in 
Canada and the United States is still si- 
lent, and still refuses to acknowledge that 
one of its leaders planned and conducted 
some of the most unethical, dehumaniz- 
ing, and destructive experiments, which 
can only be compared to medical torture 
carried out in the conccntation camps of 
Nazi Germany."

Arts entry requirements surpass Engineering 



SASKATOON (CUP) For the first time in the 
history of the University of Saskatchewan, it is 
easier to get into Engineering dian Arts and Sci- 
ences. 

Arts and Sciences enrollment quotas of 1 700 
first year and 4 300 upper year students were 
imposed this fall. The quotas, regarded as a two- 
year emergency measure, arc necessary because 
funding has kept pace with neither the cost nor 
the demand fora university education. 

As a result, many first year students who 
would have been admitted readily in the past arc 
now being rejected. Some students, such as 
Dawn King, were notified of their rcjccdons as 
late as September 5lh, with classes commencing 



on the 10th. 

“I already paid my fees, have a validated student 
card and have a lease until July,” said King. 

King, who was admitted this summer condi- 
tional on her final marks remaining even with her 
mid-term grades, was notifiai earlier this week 
that her average of 72.6 per cent would not make 
the grade. 

As of August 24th, King had not been contacted 
by llic University and assumed her conditional 
acceptance had been finalized. She appealed the 
rejection and was admitted on appeal on Septem- 
ber 8th. 



Race relations shot to hell 



HALIFAX (CUP) Members of the Hell’s An- 
gels chapter here aren’t saying whether a re- 
cently removed ‘no blacks’ sign will be re-hung 
on the clubhouse door. 

And if the sign docs go back up, there’s noth- 
ing the Human Rights Commission (HRC) can 
do about it. 

“Maybe yes, maybe no. We haven’t really had 
time (to get another sign),” said a blond, bearded 
club member sporting a "Free the Hell’s Angels” 
t-shirt picturing a skeleton on a motorbike. “But 
you can buy them anywhere.” 

The sticker features a stylised black person 



wearing an afro haircut and protruding lips with a 
large red line slashed through the silhouette. The. 
biker said the sign was a gift. 

According to Ed Russell, an HRC Intakes offi- 
cer who handles most complaints, anti-discrimi- 
nation laws don’t include die regulation of private 
clubs. That’s what the Hell’s Angels is. 

Jega Nathan, the HRC’s chief human right’s of- 
ficer, said the Hell’s Angels arc simply identify- 
ing who can be a member and who can’t. 

“If you put a swatika outside your house, there’s 
nothing we can do,” he explained. 



Editor of Concordia admin, paper resigns 



MONTREAL (CUP) The resignation of the 
editor of the administration paper has raised is- 
sues of censorship and public relations priorities 
at Concordia University. 

Former editor Mike Sotiron left after The 
Thursday Report published a story about cheat- 
ing at Concordia. The article reported that 40 per 
cent of undergraduate students polled by a soci- 
ology class admitted to cheating on their aca- 
demic work in the last six months. 

Following publication of the article, Concor- 
dia vice-rector Maurice Cohan was quoted as 



saying tliat “operating procedures at The Thursday 
Report arc being studied to achieve a better bal- 
ance between free expression and the impact of the 
coverage on the institution.” 

In his farewell column, Sotiron stressed the need 
to publish critical articles in an administration pa- 
per. 

Apart from a few stints with small neigh- 
bourhood publications, the work experience of 
new editor Sharon Bishin is limited to nearly 15 
years in. public relations. 



Those B.C. hippies again 



VANCOUVER (CUP) University of British 
Columbia’s self-proclaimed "professional 
troublemaker” is going to court to fight for what 
he considers his constitutional right to cultivate 
marijuana on campus. 

Blair Longlcy said laws prohibiting cultiva- 
tion of cannabis contradict Section One of the 
Charter of Rights, which says legal limitations 
on personal freedoms must be “reasonable and 
demonstrably justifiai in a democratic society.” 

Longlcy said he is happy to be going to court 



as it will finally give him a chance to express his 
views. To protest the drug laws, he has been 
openly growing marijuana in community garden 
at Simon Fraser University and UBC since die 
Charter came down in 1982. He said police have 
often destroyed the crop but have been reluctant to 
lay charges. 

Longlcy argues it is hypocritical to make canna- 
bis illegal when opium poppies and other narcotic 
herbs arc freely grown and legally available 
through seed catalogues.
